Press that the effect of Aguhmldo's 
address to the Filipinos would un- 
doubtedly be beneficial. 


Aguinaldo composed his address 


•without assistance. 
The original 


draft was in Tagalog. It was after- 
ward translated into Spanish. It is 
believed Aguinaldo is sincerely de- 
sirous of peace. He is not an edu- 
cated man, but is possessed of consid- 
erable character and improves on ac- 
quaintance. 


Aguinaldo is not anxious to visit 


the United States and it is consid- 
ered best that he should lemain here 
pending the completion of the work 
of pacification. 


SOLDIERS RETURN. 


San 
Francisco, 
April 
SO.—The 


United States transport Garronne ar- 
rived here today from Manila, via 
Nagasaki and Honolulu. 


On board are 1,000 men of the 


Twenty-sixth 
volunteer infantry. 


This regiment has seen seventeen 
months' service in the 
Philippines 


and was recruited at Plattsburg, 
N. Y. 


Most of the men are from New 


York and Massachusetts and saw 
service during the Spanish war. 


The Garonne left Manila forty days 


ago and had a very stormy voyage, 
Becoming disabled and being com- 
pelled to put into Honolulu for re- 
pairs. 


MAKES A PECULIAR DEFENSE IN 


POLICE COURT. 


AGUINALDO'S MANIFESTO. 


Manila, April 20.—Submission to 


American rule is the mgent advice 
of Emilio Aguinaldo to his country- 
men in the Philippines, 


< His long expected manifesto was 
issued last evening, and throughout 
the brief document the voicing of de- 
sire for peace is uppermost. 


Aguinaldo frankly acknowledges 


that crushing of the insurrection is 
inevitable, pointing to his own cap- 
ture as proof thereof, and then turn* 
to the future with hope that the 
promise^ of the 
United 
States, 


whether explicit or implied, will be 
fulfilled in spirit as well as letter, 


TEXT OF THE MANIFESTO. 
"I believe I am notsin error/' says 


Aguinaldo in opening- his manifesto, 
"in presuming that the unhappy fate 
to which my adverse fortune has led 
me is not a surprise to those who 
have been familiar with the progress 
of 'the war. 


"The lessons taught with a full 


meaning, and 
which 
have lately 


come to my knowledge, suggest with 
irresistable force 
that a complete 


termination of hostilities and lasting 
peace are not only desirable, but ab- 
solutely essential to the welfare of 
the Philippine Islands. 


"Hie Filipinos have never been dis- 


mayed at their weakness nor have 
they faltered in folowing the path 
pointed out by their fortitude and 
courage. The time has come, how- 
ever, in which they find their ad- 
vance along this path to be impeded 
by an irresistable force, which, While 
it restrains 
them, yet enlightens 


their minds and opens to them an- 
other course, presenting them the 
cause of peace. 


UNDlte AMERICAN BANNER. 
"This cause has been joyfully em- 


braced toy. the majority of my fellow 
countrymen, who have already united 
around the glorious sovereign ban- 
ner of the United States. 


"In this banner they repose their 


trust and belief that under its pro- 
tection the Filipino people will at- 
tain all those promised libertites 
which they ae beginning- to enjoy. 


"The country has declared unmis- 


takably in favor of peace, So be it. 
There has been enough blood, enough 
tears and enough desolation, 


"This wish cannot be ignored by 


the men still in arms if they are ani- 
mated by a desire to serve our noble 
people, which has thus clearly mani- 
fested its-will. So do I respect this 
will now that it is known to me. 


HfifiDS VOICE 'OF FILIPINOS. 
"After "mature deliberation I reso- 


lutely pi'oblaim to the world that I 
cannot refuse to heed the voice of 
the people longing for peace, nor the 
lamentations of thousands of fami- 
lies yearning to see their dear ones 
enjoying the liberty and the prom- 
ised generosity of the great Ameri- 
can nation. 


"By acknowledging and accepting 


the sovereignty of the United States 
throughout th Philippine archipelago 
as I now do and without any reserva- 
tion whatsoever, I believe -that I am 
serving thee, my beloved counhy, 
May happiness 'be thine."

WIRES 
DOWN EVERYWHERE

BOUEAN BLASTS. 


THE STO'IIM AT CLEVELAND. 
Cleveland, Ohio, April SO.—Noibh- 


ern OMo was todlay swept -by a fierce 
storm of wind and snow Hftmt ptfos- 
ttvated telegraph and telephone wires 


aid directions. 
The wind came 


from the north and during the early 
hours of the day reached a velocity -of 
fifty-five nniles an h'our 


All telegraphic communication was 


severed 
between 
Cleveland 
and 


poin'fcs east and south. 


A few wires were patched up to the 


west, but even these were rep'orted to 
be working slowly. 


In some respects the storm was the 


worst experienced during; the entire 
wintar. 
The heavy wet siuow came 


down in blinding sheets and the 
streets /in this city were covered with 
slusfh almost ankle deep. 


Traffic <on nrany street car Hiiies 


was badly delayed. 
Telephone or 


telegraph poles were blown across 
the tiacks and the trolley -wires bad- 
ly tangled -up. 


The p'olice and fire alarm, wires 


were also carried down and some sec- 
tions of the city were cut off from 
coonmunication with the fire and po- 
lice signal exchanges* 


Out of more than a hundred wires 


connecting 'Cleveland and Buffalo not 
one was in working during the early 
hours of today. 


ITae conditions between Cleveland 


and Pitts)bu<rg, it 
was said, were 


equally bad. Telegraph, and tele- 
phone officials declared that the s-torou 
has been the most distinctive experi- 
enced in a long time. 


The long distance telephone lines 


were reported down hi every direc- 
tion, there being no communication 
with any outside point. 


It will undoubtedly be many days 


before full repairs can fce made to the 
telegraph and long distance telephone 
service. 


Many poles are prostrated, causing 
jnuneraWe breaks in the wires, 
The electric lighting companies 


shut off their current in some parts 
of the city, owing to the general mix- 
up of wires. 


Notwithstanding this precaution, 


however, a number of persons re- 
ceived severe shocks and several 
horses were killed. 


James White, a contractor, living 


at No, 9 Beaver street, stepped on a 
live wire on Broadway and was ren- 
dered unconscious. 
He was badly 


burned. On the same thoroughfare a 
horse stepped on a wire covered with 
slush and was instantly killed, 


Subsequently two other horses were 


killed by coming in contact with live 
wires near the corner of Broadway 
and Wilson avenue. 


Traffic on nearly all the steam 


roads entering the city was delayed 
to a more or less extent. In many 
places the tracks were reported to be 
buried under deep slush and it was 
found impossible to make schedule 
time. 


Lake Erie was lashed into a wild 


fuiy by the violent storm. Numerous 
waves dashed over the harbor break- 
w&ter, sending up spray to the height 
of a hundred feet or more. 


A crib SQO feet long and a-botit 25 


feet wide, which was anchored at the 
end of the east breakwater, prepara- 
tory to being sunk, was torn from 
its fastenings and driven ashore in- 
side the west breakwater. 


The crib crashed into the west pier, 


but little damage resulted, 


The big steamers City, of Detroit, 


Atlanta, Gta, April 20.—The storm 


which last night caused a general 
disturbance over parts of Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Alabama and Florida, has 
moved rbo the northeast and ia today 
beinig felt in eastern North Carolina. 
Snow Ml in Tennessee 'and Kentucky 
and rain in 'Alabama, Georgia and 
Florida, 
In Atlamta the -winds have 


been abnormally high f-or twenty- 
four hours, «i maximum velocity of 
fifty-six miles being reached this 
morning.

len nearly forty degrees and reports 
received today indicate that some

from all over Kentucky show that 
last night and today the temperature 
was lower than in any corresponding 
time in a decade. Snow fell all 
thiough the mountain section and the 
temperature was below freezing point 
at several places. The coldest weather 
was felt in the blue grass section, 'the 
best fruit growing region of the state. 
Serious damage, it as feared, was 
caused not alone to young fruit, but 
to vegetable and tobacco crops.

OHIO RIVER BOOMING. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, April 20,—Ex- 


perienced river men say that the Ohio 
river will reach a stage of fifty feet 
here from the present weather condi- 
tions and may go higher. The rain- 
fall in the past twenty-four hours 
along the Ohio river above here 
reaches from 2<G inches at Pittsburg 
to S.o' inches at Huntington, W. V. 
while uixusual floods are reported 
from the thtandotte, Big Sandy and 
Kanawha rivers*

Dispatches from the head waters 


report a rainfall for the last twenty- 
four houis of fiom one" to 'two and 
three-fourths inches, aiid all streams 
rising rapidly. 
A flood swept down, 


on Carnegie and the whole Charters 
valley, six miles southwest of Pitts- 
burgr during the night, such as is 
said,- never to have been known be- 
fore. 
Already one human 'life has 


been lost, the body of an1 unknown 
woman having been found floating 
;n Chartiers creek at Woodville at 
9:25 this morning. 
The railroads 


are washed out and trains are caught 
in the flood, unable to move either 
way. 


Carnegie and the whole valley are 


in a pandc today with trame of ail 
kinds suspended, while people are 
rushing to places of safety and seek 
to siave their lives without heed for 
their property. 


The main street of Carnegie, as well 


as all the other streets, are under 
three feet of water and people are 
going about in skiffs. Trees, boxes, 
parts of fences and lumber of almost 
every description floated through tfte 
main thoroughfare this morning. The 
flood swept into business houses ana 
homes far too fast for the people to 
save much of their property and 
stock and the loss will run away up 
into the thouslands. 


Merchants -could not pile up their 


goods quick en'ougtii to get 1*h.em out 
of the way of the sudden flood. 


"Carriages and wagons were hitche-d 


up early today and d-mme'diate steps 
taken to haul them away to places 
of safety. 
Cars of 
the1 Southern 


Traction company were caught on 
the streets in the flood and are there 
now, those on Main street in thre« 
feet of water, unable to move either 
way. 


All along the Washington branch 


of the Panhandle railroad the con- 
dition could hrrdly be worse. 
The 


road ia practically washed out. There 
are washouts at Bower Hill, Briclges- 
vllle, Mcadowlands and Arden, on 
the Washington branch, and on the 
Disoph land 
Miller's Bun 
branch, 


which cuts off fiom Bridgeville to 
the mining territory, there is no pos- 
sibility of traffic, owdnig to the wash- 
outs and the flood that runs over the 
tracks.

Ganwtt SMpley, 
charged with "being in a conspiracy 
which resulted in the assassination, 
of William Goebel, today rendered a 
verdict of not guilty after being out 
only a short time.

About 


this time another native of Quivera, 
who was returning to his people with 
Ccaonado's 
army, 
insisted 
that 


Quivera was northward. This native 
bears in history the name of Ysopete. 
He became so interested that Coro- 
11 ado halted with his army and de- 
cided to send the greater part back 
to the settlements, while he should 
follow the guidance of Ysopete, with 
twenty-six followers, due north, They 
parried the Turk in chains and 
pressed onward until after many days 
they came to a large river which thav 
named Saints Peter-and-Paul, but 
which, less ecclesiastical mortals in- 
sist upon calling just plain Arkansas, 
This river they crossed and followed 
its course northeast until Ysopete 
found natives with whom he could 
talk in his own language. In a few 
more davs they arrived at some set- 
tlements which the natives told him 
\cere Quivera. 


After exploiing this vicinity for 


twenty-five days, Ooronado says he 
did not find above twenty-five vil 
lages in all; that the houses did not* 
have upper stories, as his guides had 
led him to believe, and that they were 
not made of stones as he expected, 
but of straw. He said the people ate 
their meat raw and raised but little 
corn; in fact, were but little better, if 
any, than the nomadic people he had 
met. He was disappointed -again ani 
wieaked his vengeance on the luck- 
less Turk, who insisted to the last 
that the settlements were not Quivera 
and with his last breath said, 
"Farther on is Quivera," 
But (the 


Turk had deceived them before". He

This, briefly stated, is the substance 


of the Coronado expedition. It leads

Modern Explorers are Creating 


Ancient 
Land's 
History 


Anew. 
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It ancient monarchs made history, 


modern explorers are creating it anew 
by their discoveries; and ,the most 
notable triumph in this direction is 
one'just achieved by Prof, W. M. 
riinders-Petrie, the explorer of the 
Egypt exploration fund at Abydosv in 
Egypt, famous in the inscriptions PS 
one of the inost ancient settlements 
in that land of remote dates. Aty- 
dos has been visited before, and so 
late as 1895 by M. E. Amelineau, a 
Trench explorer, who claimed to have 
swept the giound clean and found 
whatever was worth finding. Hr 
Petrie was struck by the importance 
of the Frenchman's discoveries, but 
did not believe that the giound had 
been exhausted, and his work on the 
same site has established the value 
of this preconception. Amelineau did 
find the tombs, but he worked in so 
unscientific a wav that, although he 
astonished the learned world, he did 
not udcl as much positive knowledge 
regaiding the ancient kings, whose 
tombs were found, as has been 
bi ought to light by the careful work 
of the greatest archaeologist now liv- 
ing. 


The woik ^nlcli Mr 1*mrie did at 


Abydos hag been hinted at in the 
public organs from time to time since 
its announcement,, but the first au 
thoritative account of this work 
from him is just appearing in Eng- 
land. Not only does it fill in the 
spaces in the history of Egypt with 
names of authentic kings, but it tells 
the twentieth century how mankind 
lived 100 centuriestago, Fortunately 
it was the custom of the ancient 
Egyptians to reproduce the life of 
the people in their tombs, burying 
with their kings many of the jewels 
and utensils by which they were sur- 
sounded in life. One of the most in- 
teresting and impoitant of the tombs 
identified by Mr* Petrie is the tomb 
of Menes, the first king of United 
Egypt, who is now by this discovery 
reclaimed from the limbo of myths 
to which modern historians had con- 
signed him. The 'date of his reign*is 
not determinate, for Egyptologists 
differ widely in the chronology of 
the kings, but it is certain that he 
lived not later than 5000 B. C., and 
perhaps as early as 6000 B. C. At 
this remote period one might suppose 
that civilization was in its infancy, 
but the finds in thtfs and other tombs 
give evidences of an art that must 
have taken many centuries for its de- 
velopment up to that point. 
tomb and those of his successors, con- 
stituting the eight kings of the first 
dynasty and two of the second, let 
in a flood of light upon the life of 
that very ancient day. Of course, the 
hieroglyphs of that period are prim- 
itive and may be read variously, but 
it will be generally taken for granted

Manetho, the ancient Egyptian his- 
torian, with the persons buried at 
Abydos, the great royal cemetery, 
Manetho says of the place that tlie 
site selected for the royal tombs was 
on a low spur from tne hills, slightly 
raised above the plain, with a deep 
ravine on the west of it, so that it 
could never be flooded. This accounts 
for the perfect preservation of the 
tombs, wifch their priceless contents. 


Each royal chamber is a large 


square pit lined with brickwoi k. 
Close around it, on its own level, or 
higher, are small chambers in rows, 
in which were buried the domestics 
of the kings. 
The tombs as they 


were left by the kings seem to have 
been slightly heaped up. Tlie roofs 
of the great tombs were discovered 
about six or eight feet below the sur- 
face. The massive beams easily sup- 
ported the weight of the 
drifted 


sand, On the flat, or almost flat, 
ground of the cemetery, the graves 
were marked by stone steles set up 
light in the open air. Each roya! 
grave seems to have had two greal 
steles. 
Two of the Merneit were 


found by Petrie. 
Amelineau found 


one stele in the tomb of Qa, and 
Petrie found a second. 
The royal 


cemetery seems to have gradually 
fallen into decay; the steles were 
blown over, and the whole site was 
neglected in the later ages. It was 
not until the glories of the seven- 
teenth dynasty (about 1400 B. C.)

are remarkable for their realism and 
faithfulness to nature.

did not grow anywhere in the nelg'h- 
brohood of Egypt, and must hav* 
beeni brought from distant parts of 
Asia. 


Games were played by the royal 


hands, and probably by the peopl^, 
for a reed used in a game of chance 
has been found in the tomb of Qa. 
Small objects in gold, bronze, copper, 
ivory and stone were found in gieof 


number. An ivory toilet dish, caivecl 
in two halves out of a single block of 
ivory, each in the form of a half a 
duck, must have stood upon the toilet 
table of the consort of one of thsse 
early monarchs, while her maidens 
decorated her face with the colois 
befitting her rank. This was found 
in one of the earliest tombs with pot- 
tery of the most primitive form. An- 
other toilet institution which receives 
the stamp of ancient lineage from 
these discoveries i6 the hair pin. One 
of 
these utensils 
of beautifully 


carved ivory was found in the some 
tomb. A paii of copper pinchers is 
a remarkable tool for so early a time. 
The pottery ranges all the way from 
the coarse, ill-formed bowls and jugs, 
made simply by putting a lump of 
mud into a hole scooped out on the 
ground and trimming and wiping the 
vessel with the hand, up to those 
formed with the art of the potter's 
wheel, the earliest invention made by 
man. 
The art of the potfcer made 


rapid strides and was succeeded by 
that of the sculptor, who cut crystal 
vases and hara marble into autistic 
shapes. Alabaster bowls and iars of [ 
almost classic shape produced at a 
very early period weie found. One of 
the most astonishing facts in con- 
nection with the inscription found at 
Abydos dating from the first dynasty 
is that, differing as they do from the 
later script, the principles and many 
of the characters seem to be already 
generally established.

DESPONDENT DISCIPLES. 


This portion of gospel history sets 


before us an example of despondency 
in Christ's followers. 
We may treat 


it under the following subtopics: The 
occasion, the cause and the cure of 
the despondency in the 'two disciples 
whom Jesus joined Himself ta as 
they walked toward a village called 
Ein'maus, 


The occasion— We find on that first 


day of the week, when He rose from 
the dead, it was late (Luke xxiv.. 29) 
in the afternoon. 
The village was 


about seven miles from Jerusalem. 
Today there are not so much as ruins 
to mark the place, and ha'd it not 
been for this meeting of Jesus rvvith 
two friends and breaking bread with 
them Bnimaus would 
never have 


risen on the horizon of history. 


The naJme of one — Cleopas (lesson 


verse 18)— 'we have. 
The other is 


nameless 
evemieie. 
Tt could not 


have been (lesson verse 33) one of 
the eleven nearest disciples of Christ. 
Possibly it was one c-f that ban'd of 
seventy -which He commissioned to 
extend His gospel, or, quite likely, 
one whs has iy> rame in o'ttfrer con- 
nections of the New Testament, but 
was a firm believer. 


UNANNOUNCED CHRISTIANS. 
Suppose one 'io 'have "been of this 


last class, and we have an iustan.ce 
t that early da'ts of th« unannounced 
lisciple* 
So today we delight to 


think there 'are many who dearly love 
Jesus, although they remain unnum- 
bered and umimnred aimong believers. 
"But while our charitable ju'd'gment 
fch.ua considers the no n confessing1, 'it 
it incorrect handling of the word to 
draw from, this account praise or even 
approval of such, as are thus unan- 
uduii'cetL

CAUSE OF LOW SPIRITS. 


These two wayfaxerevs present P 


picture o,f low spirits. 
In our lesson 


(verses 14-15) as soon as they caoie 
m sight we have them d'ls&ussinig 
"things which tod hsppsned." Possi- 
bly they had entertained 'such h'&pe- 
ful expectations -of Christ ^eaoinhig a 
temporal imioniarch — 'an idea ever up- 
permost hi the minds -of Jesus' fol- 
lowers—that 'they toad lost 'their so- 
cial standing by speaking1 publicly 
in favor of ths Master. 
Uow their 


hopes are blasted. 
""We trusted (les- 


son verse 21) that it lia'd been He 
which should have redeemed Israel," 


to restore 
that is, sbould ''have 
Israel to her lost renofwn. 


And so? seeking for the cause of 


despondency in thes>e men, ws find it 
in their withered 'hopes of earthly ad- 
vantage. 
And 'their like nray be 


easily found still; thalt is* those who 
take up with the church of Chrls't be- 
cause of what they hope to get out 
of it. 
It may uc<t "be money. 
Arid 


yet ws have known 'those who "took 
a pew" ^because they 'though it woiild 
help the-m in hu&iiiess. 
More fre- 


quently the motive is to secure social 
recognition and a hig-her seat in cir- 
cles of society. 


If their .purpose prospers, well. But 


if they do u-o't realize 011 their effort 
it will not be long- until their es- 
timate cf the church as a 
ment will be in terms tas despondent 
is these two men used. 


SLIGHTS THE PUOPHEM. 


We may, however, surmise a higher 


motive m these two, and yet tod a 
cause for their despondency. 
That 


is, they had 
not 
leftttied of the 


prophets what would hsive saved 
them from heart failure. 
At present 


there !is much slight pla'ced upon the 
Hebrew prophets, 
' 


Gentlemen claiming special scholar- 


ship cast not only slurs upon the pre- 
dictive parts of the Old Testament, 
but upon the moral charactr of their 
teachings. So much so that slight 
of that portion of scripture- is becom- 
ing strong- and widespread, 


Our reply to their higher criticism 


is that writings which Jesus Christ 
indorsed unequivocally offer a poor 
field for any modem to exploit his 
contradictions. 
More than at any 


other time Jesus here referred to the 
writings of Moses nnd "all the pro- 
phets" (lesson 
27)f 
and approved 


their precepts. What man of modern 
time |s competent to criticise that 
which Jesus- Christ' eniphoticiUly ap- 
p$o ved F 


He had before His crucifixion af- 


fh'iutd Ul at "Moses wrote of Me." 
And now He- expounds (lesson verse 
2?) the prophetic wrirings generally, 


from precept to precept, hon- 


oring the one as much as the other, 
aiid telling1 those downcast disciples 
that if they had but studied Moses 
and the prophet* carefully ar.d with 
openness to conviction they v;ould 
then have understood the crucifixion 
(lesson verse 2f>, 26), and have beer, 
ready for the resurrection. 


HOLY WORD IS PHECTQXTS. 


No doubt the same defect of study 


darkens the minds of some still. We 
have heard people claim that nil they 
oared for in the Bible is t'he Sermon 


the mount. Such as say so will 


be found to be but superficially ac- 
quainted with even that much scrip- 
ture. Those who are most Christian 
a-re thos& to whom every portion Cf 
the holy word is precious; a store- 
house whose treasures all are able to 
enrich and make "wise unto salva- 
tion." 


Those who have no use for the 


Christ of th& prophecies are common- 
ly critical of Him ns written of in 
the epistlss, and not very fond of 
Him, RS g-iven iu the four gospels, 
But 110 difference what authors, doc- 
tors and 
professors 
of ceminaries 


think or say, Jesus Christ, the One 
divinely equipped critic told these 
two men 
that their 
despondency 


would Dot have taken deep hold had 
they learned from Moses and the 
prophets. 


The two caxises of their despon- 


dency we have mentioned gave op- 
portunity for a third cause (lesson 
23, 24 and 25). v/hicli they stated 
•hemselves. 
That Is, they put no 


confidence in. the- testimony cf the 
woman, that He was alive. And that 
*Tas quite natural, seeing their mind's 
were pondering1 the 
collapse of a ' 


oaiiBe- which they had expected would \ 
turn to their promotion and because ; 
they had no knowledge of the pro- 
phetic facts of crucifixion and resur- 
rection. 


MEN NO LOTTO-EK StJPEHIOKS. 
The news the woman brought 


seemed as idle tales. Women, they 
probably 'said to each other* it re so 
sentimental, hysterical and vision- 
ay! And knowing as they did know 
the intense ardor-of Mary Magdalene 
these anen may have counted her the 
crier of tins incredible event and so 
it was unworthy of effort to verify it. 


In that these two were quite like 


men who now talk conceitedly of the 
undue credulity of "women in matters 
of religion, They patronizingly pre- 
sume that women will profe'ss relig- 
ion, unite with the church and attend 
prayer meetings; but of course, men 
should not be expected to do the 
same. Very silly is the assumption. 
The time has besm when the male 
gender of mankind might pose and 
proclaim a pre-eminence over women. 
That was when the world was under 
the dominion of 'barbarism or semi- 
civilization. 


But 
the 
uplifting 
inHusuce of 


Christian faith and Chnistian civil- 
ization has so far elevated woman 
that only our male prigs, are apt now 
to pufc on aii^s of intedlectuaJ supe- 
riority over the gentler sea:, In the 
highest seats of our halls oi science 
we E6£ women sitting and speaking 
with, authority. The larger snare 01 
authorship in literature is women'b 
work at present.

vic'hed with emotional faculty than 
man, she is pre-eoninently capable of

hearted men, traveling away from 
Jerusalem, been wise they

'have taken tli& women's word for it 
that Jesus (lesson verse 22, 23)

cause of despondency in these tw;> 
men ou tlie v/ay to Emmaus, we take 
up the topic of the cure* It was ef- 
fected by converse with Christ, not 
by talking tog-ether about 
Christ. 


I hat method has 110 history of s\u»- 
cess in giving heart to the downcast. 
Two preachers, teachers or people of 
any class may discuss the conditions 
of the Christian ohureh by the hour 
and day, and hardly will they be as 
hopeful at ths end of their talX a» 
they were at the beginning. 


But when the Master 'began JI^ 


words wanned (lesson verss 32) their 
hearts *n nil unwonted way. They 'be- 
g.in to feel conforted before they un- 
derstood the cau?3. So is it always. 
In 1l:a cheerless conditions to whicb 
none oi1 MB avs Always exempt it IB 
ever so much more curative to g'o 
pside and in prayer commune with 
Jesus than it is to converse with cur 
own kind. 


WHEN EYES ABE OPENED. 
For thus will we most likely ex- 


perience what came to these two 
(verse 31) when ''their eyes were 
opened.'' 
Once v/e have our eyes 


opened so that we recognize Christ at 
our side, interested in our affairs, all 
despondency is soon dispersed. Then 
we can and do say: "If God bo for 
us who can bo against us? He who 
spared not his own Son, but gave 
Him up for us all, how shall He not. 
with Him, freely give us all things P"' 
It is because our eyes are holden and 
wo do not apprehend the presence of 
Jesus that the heart becomes heavy, 


An opening1 of our spiritual vision 


is the medicine for spiritual despond- 
ency. And when that occurs it will 
bo followed by the third pail of the 
experience of these two men. That 
is, they began a 
self-inspection 


(verse 32), which testified to their' 
Lord's presence before. "They saul 
to one another: Bid not our hearts 
burn within us while He talked-with 
us by .the way and while Ho opened to 
us the scriptures?" 


PAST HELPS PRESENT. 


By recollecting past experiences 


present events are often most help- 
fully interpreted. That prayer of the 
psalmist fits how many hours fear 
of forbocling—"Thou hast been my 
help, leave me not, neither forsake 
me, oh!, God. of my salvation." 


Recall the former visits' of His 


favor and nerve will be developed to 
meet the next emergency. Especially 
will it if we imitate these two inew

Common Turtle and His 


* Anatomy Furnish 
Subj ect

A -well-known naturalist was found 


in His study at the National Mu* 
«eum toy a Times reporter one day 
last week, gazing earnestly at n 
sprawling turtle which he gripped 
firmly with both hands. He was 
paying something in an undertone 


the reporter'failed to catch as 


foe entered the room, 


"What have you there?" the natur- 


alist waa asked. 


"Young man, my professional rep- 


utation and fortune would be made 
if I could answer that question/' was 
the reply, "It is a turtle, I know. 
You can find any number of them in 
the swamps and pools around Wash- 
ington, but let me tell 
you this 


turtle comes from a species of animal 
which, has bothered the biologists 
more than any other species in the 
animal kingdom. This strange creat- 
ure is a reptile; in fact, one of the 
big-hest order of reptiles. He has 
taken exception to the scheme of 
nature so far as his bones are con- 
cerned and has planned out a skele- 
ton on his own hook which is not 
only ingenious but extremely inter* 
esting to the student of animal life. 
This creature has actually pushed his 
ribs Outside of his bod> hn:l wears 
them 'over him like a umsliaie or 
umbrella. 
All other 
animals are 


content to wear their Tibs inside their 
bodies, but not so the turtle, and 
why he does not is what is puzzling 
the 'brains -of naturalists who have 
consumed barrels of midnight oil in 
trying to find out. He is a good deal 
like a man on a hot day in suimmer, 
whose discomfort prompts him to 
doff his coat, vest, collar and finally 
his suspenders. 
Now this- turtle 


seems to have found Ms bones un- 
comfortable and he ha not only shift- 
ed them around to suit his tastes but 


sought to get rid of some 


of his bones as unnecessary incum- 
brances." 


"Now wouldn't that jar you?" skep- 


tically said the Times man. 


"Oom« now don't be frivolous/' 


said his friend reprovingly. 
''This 


is a serious matter. It is a question 
of tremendous biological importance. 
Not satisfied with turning his ribs 
out of doors, so to speak, the turtle 
lias pulled his shoulder blades inside 
his ribs and, to all intents and pur- 
poses, hinges his legs and neck to the 
undetr surface of his upper shell. He 


the snake are the only creatures 


who can successfully travel on theh 
shape, for the shell of the turtle is, 
in fact, a part of the creature's an- 
attfmy, not simply a shell covering 


that of an oyster or clam, but a 


component part of him. He sleeps 
within himself, He i takes up his bed 
and walks' whenever lie starts out on 
a journey, 


"Now the puzzle is how did he do 


it? What were the caus-es within and 
without which brought pbout such 
a radical departuie from the general 
scheme of bony framework whioji na- 
ture lias selected as the one best 
adapted to the needs of the higher 
order -of animal life? Even 3ns skin 
has changed. All the reptiles1 have 
scales, but the scales of the turtle 
have become practically bones which 
-have grown to the ribs on the out- 
side and formed with them a solid 


drynees* food, both as to quantity 


quality, mode of life, and 
so 


forth* When nature created matter, 
inanimate and animate* she estab- 
lished certain 
laws to control it. 


Evidence is all around us that the 
process of creating is still going on.t 
Old forms are modifying and new 
ones are developing just as they al- 
ways have been doing. All this is 
due to changing envii onment. Now, 
it is obvious that a law of nature 
cannot be broken to satisfy the nesda 
of a certain kind of species of life 
already created, 


"When an animal is created it is 


made to best fit the conditions which 
surround it at the time; that is, its 
form and nature are made especially 
adapted to the environment. Now, 
suppose, in obedience to some law of 
creation, a change should take place 
in the external surroundings That 
change must of necessity be unfavor- 
able to the well being of this ani- 
mal. 
It would either be obliged to 


move to a more favorable 
locality 


where ths former external condition's 
^tiil prevail or eventually perish and 
bfecoms extinct. 


"Now, nature did not create a spe- 


capriciously, to live one day and 


die the next. When- she made that 
animil it was for a deflnite purpose. 
That animal was cr-eated to do its 
part in furthering some great plan 
or end to which, all creation seems 
to be working continuously. Nature 
abhors total annihilation when there 
is no need for it. 
So, in order to 


save the animpl, since she cannot 
break a law to aid it, she creates a 
new law and places it, so (to speak, 
within the animal itself. 
This is 


the law of adaptation, to external 
environment by which, if changes 
take place around the creature, this 
law makes changes in him; changes 
wMch will adipt him to the altered 
conditions in which he now 
hhnsslf. These changes in the ani- 
mal will go on to an extent as to 
form an entirely new species which 
does not resomble his former type 
in the least. Old organs which played 
an essential part in keeping our ani- 
mal alive and hearty will eventually 
disappear and be supplanted by new 
structures, which do the work necp«p- 
sitnted by the changed conditions Jn 
which he now lives, 


"Radical changes in animal struc- 


ture and form are more apt to be 
found m a species which cannot get 
away from its changed environment. 
In those animals which can* move 
r'apidly to moie favorable environ- 
ments changes in structure are not 
so marked. To the former 
group 


this turtle belongs. Evidently his 
ancestors could not get away from 
their surroundings and had to be 
changed to suit new conditions, The 
new environment must have been re- 
lentless in its demands for modifica- 
tion, for the change that hew taken 
place in the turtle has been a pro 
found one. It has fairly taken his 
bones out of Ks body. 
It was so 


inimical to his substance as to ne- 
cessitate a hard, thick covering for 
his- body, 


"Just what those 


•permitted to xx>rrod$, and ths water 
supply secured froon two independent 
sources and plentiful in quantity.

"Looking at the inside you will see 


the ribs very clearly outlined, but 
welded together into what appears a 
solid mass of bone.

But if you look 
closer you will perceive that sucTi is 
not the case, for their is a clearly de- 
fined line of demarcation in. which 
the ribs are seen to be no more broad- 
ened than one would expect to find 
in an animal of such a high order as 
the turtle. Now, as a matter of fact 
the ribs have not expanded but the 
scales of the ekin have thickened and 
broadened until a solid covering ot 
scale pTatcs, supported in part by the 
ribs as a son, oi ivamework, has been 
welded into a shell through which 
his legss head ft ml tail protrude. Un- 
like mo&t uv.nials the turtle lives 
within him c elf. 
He is always at 


home. How he ever got his shoulder 
blades inside

his ribs no one 


knows. Every animal has them out- 
side. The turtle is the despair of the 
naturalists, 


"With only an exception here and 


there, biologists are agreed that ex- 
ternal environment is the initial in- 
fluence which sets in motion forces 
within animals which produce va- 
riations in form and stmcture. There 
is no doiibl in my mind that external 
changed environment is and always 
has been the cause which gave ori- 
gin to the various speeches of botfc 
animals and plants.

Tho secret has been very well kept, 
the concession being1 ratified by the 
British 
and Italian ministers in 


Chinese and sealed with the seal of 
the Tsimg--Li-Yajnen. The Tien-Tsin 
line leads via Peking1 to the conceded 
lands, so that the British had an im- 
portant reason for the siding- dispute. 
The Hue, however, is a subsidiary 
one, and not vital.

3>EEFUL HBGIUA AiND ITS HORRIBLE FEATURES.

l\ow the world may be prepared 


for another outbreak of the bubonic 
plague and of cholera, for th.3 Dhu'l 
Haji-~tfre pilgrimage month— i? clos- 
ing- and over 100,000 pilgrims who 
•have kissed the sacred black stone 
of the Kaaba mid paiticipated in the 
festival of Kurban Bairam in Mecca 
ai*e about to spread themselves! over 
fthe earth, again, carrying the seeds 
of thase diseases wdth them, The pil- 
grimage to Mfecca is a pilgrimage of 
"obligation" among the Mohamme- 
dans, every follower of the prophet 
being expected to journey tp the holy 
city of the faith, art; le'ast once in his 
lifetime, if he has the means. So 
every year great throngs of "the 
faithful" go crowded in unsanitary 
ships to Jeddath, the port of Mecca, 
on the R&d Seta, while other thou- 
sands come- over the Arabian deserts 
in long caravans, Packed like sar- 
dines in the steamers, e'ating un- 


food such as "high" meats 


cooked in rancid oil, of which ttiey 
are extremely fond, or living on the 
journey amid the filth and lack or 
'all sanitary rules of the caravan, the 
pilgrims reach Mecca to exist amd-d 
its crowded an4 infected precincts 
until they return finally to their 
homes , spreading 
disease far and 


wide. It has long been recognized 
that tale annual pilgmmage to Mecca 
were distinct dangers to the healtU 
of the world, and of late Jeddah and 
Mecca have be<en great distributing 
points for the spreading abroad or 
the plague, 


WATCHED -WITH ANXIETY. 
The results 'O^the pilgrimage this 


year will be watched with the great- 
est anxiety, for not in years have 
the pilgrims gathered in such num- 
bers* It has been reported that t!i& 
sanitary conditions of Macca have 
be&n improved, and that the plague 
•which has been 
raging there has 


be*en checked, 
Oa bhe strength of 


these representations the Freucli gov- 
ernment, which for eig^ht yelars 
prohibited the sailing of the pilgrim 
ships from Algiers, 0ms"removed its 
interdict, and there has been a grsat 


for ataaaners 
to take pil- 


grims from that port. A large num- 
ber of steamers were chartered to 
con/vey pilgrims also 
from Gran, 


Tunis, Alexandria and all the prin- 
cipal porta of Turkey 
'and 
Asia 


Miner. Fleets of steamers also have 
sailed out of this Persian gulf, and 
some from ports in India, all making 
for Jeddah, loaded down wit*h pious 
and unwa 'hed Qytohammed'ans bound 
for Mecca, 
Ifrom far and scarcely 


known countr«tios in the interior of 
Africa, from all along the southern 
shores of the 'Mediterranean, from 
China, -Central 4-Eiia, tatmd 
Arabia, 


from all over the Turkisli empire, 
and from the islands- of the westecrn 
Pacific anjd tike Indian ocean, tHese 
piigi'ims h'ave made tfheir way to the 
shadow of the Kaaba to gaze upon 
the plsvce toward which they li<ave 
turned their faces an prayer since 
they were children, 


USE TB>A'3£P OTEAMERS. 


The steamers u.sed for th& temspor - 


tation of thfc pilgrims -are vessels 


come under 
the order of 


'and 
their 
accommoda- 


tions for passengers are of tlie 
crudest description. 
The* sanitary, 


arrangements otffcen not only are in- 
sufficient 'but are (improvised after a 
manner wMcfo would throw a modern 
board of health, into spasms; TMs 


some attempt 'has been made 


to enforce hygienic regulation® re- 
garding the pilgrim ateamers,but the 
peculiar ideas of tha Mothanunefi'ans 


Sanitation oaam-ot be al- 


tered by the edicts of the health offi- 
cers. Every one ho fh'as traveled in 
tlie eaat knows what these ideas are, 
In some -of the steamers a rope 's 
stretched across the deck, abaft of 
which the pilgrims are not allowed, 
and the ship's officers go armed xor 
fear of some toatical outbreak. But, 
while the pilgrims aite a dirty lot, 
jabbering and excitable 
upon, tlie 


slightest provocation, they generally 
are docile and (twmless when on a 
journey to Mecca unless they suspect 
that 'a Christian to disguise da among- 
them, when they are likely to g&i 
ugly* Two or thre-e Christians, di» 
guised as Mahaananedtas, !have pene- 
trgted to Mecca and brought Track ac- 
counts of the city in the "pilgmmage 
month," thaugto all persons not 01 
the Moslem faith 
are prohibited 


strictly from entering the holy city, 
and if Christians in 
disguise are 


caught there they never come back 
to tell what happened to them, 


ALL BATHE IN THE POOL. 


But the worst part of the ceremony 


—that which spreads the most^ dis- 
ease, plague and cholera—is the bath- 


tjng in the pool of Zobadida, a kind of 
tank in a flfttfrow valley below Muna. 


Eveiy pilgrim, no matter wnat physi- 
cal condition he may be in, takes 
a plunge in this tank, and through it 
runs the water supply for Meca» After 
100?000 pilgrims, many of them af- 
flicted with disease, and all with dirt, 
have bathed in this pool it can be 
imagined in what condition the water 
supply of Mecca is. In the courtyard 
of tlie big mosque in Mecca, in which 
stands the Kaaba, is another pool 
known as the fountain of Zernsem 
and believed to be the fountain which 
gushed forth to quench the thirst of 
Hagar when she and Ishmael were 
perishing in the wilderness™-' 'And 


opened her eyes and she saw a 


well of water, and she went and filled 
the bottle with water and gave the 
lad drink." This fountain of 2em- 
sem may have be^n a water of life 
to Ishmael tind JJagar, but it is a 
water of death now, though to look 
at it is clear as crystal. Into it fil- 
ters the sewage of Mecca, and from it 
every pilgrim is expected to drink 
several bowlfuls. Trom this fountain 
the pilgrims 
cany back to their 


friends and relatives bottles and tins 
of water, carrying also disease germs. 
The manufacture of air-tight 
tin 


bores for bringing this water back 
from Meca has assumed immense 
proportions, so great is the demand 
for the infected liquid. " 


KISSDSrU THE BLA0K STOUE. 
Another i source of infectien is ths 


black stone of the Kaaba, All the 
pilgrim^, the clean and the unclean^ 
theh diseased and the healthy, pass 
by this stone and press their lips to 
it, for the doing- of which they ex- 
pect to receive all sorts of^good luck. 
This is believed by the Mosleitns to 
have been given to Abraham by the 
Angel Gabriel, but by the cold, hard, 
western investigator and dou'bter it 
is regarded as a relic of the idols and 
fetiches which were in the Kaaba 
when 3£ahomet purified 
it by Iris 


iconoclastic raicl. 


In tha charters of all the steamers 


which carried the pilgrims on their 
journey this year there was- a clause 
that the vess-el Should reach Jeddah 
in time for the devout passengers to 
reach Mecca before March 29, 60 that 
the feast of Kurban Bairam might 
not ibe missed. The distance from the 
port of Jeddah to Mecca is fifty-four 
miles, and pilgrims make the journey 
on foot, on callback, or on a dmkey. 
The trip usually takes two days. 


ENORMOUS THRONGS. 


Not since the days of the power 


and splendor of the 
Caliphs have 


such throngs of pilgrims gone to 
Mecca as went this year, and the re- 
sult upon the health of the world is 
dreaded. There is a singular thing 
in 
connection with 
the especial 


anxiety of all the pilgrims this year 
to get to Mecca before the feast of 
the slaughtering of the'sheep— the 
great Kurban Bairam. Strange as it 
may seem, this feast this year was 
connected intimately with railroads. 
The sultan at Constantinople is anx- 
ious to expediate the construction of 
the Hedjas railroad 
through 
Asia 


Minor. Now, &s all the world knows, 
the finances of Turkey are in a cha- 
otic state, and building railroads 
costs money. 
But the Sultan hit 


upon a bright idea. He isssued a 
proclamation an4 sent it to all parts 
of his domain, ordering that the skins 
of all the sheep slaughtered at Kur- 
ban Bairam this year not only at 
Muna but throughout the 
empire 


should be sold and the money re- 
ceived turned into the imperial treas- 
ury, to be expended on the new rail- 


fellow from Detroit. The electric

VOTING BY ELECTRICITY 


Method Proposed for National 


House of Kepiesentatives to 
Save Time. 


•••••••••••••»•§••••«••*•• 


It seems not unlikely that within 


a comparatively shoit space of time 
electricity will play an important part 
in the aeomplishment 
of national 


legislation. A movement is now on 
foot to have designed and placed in 
uho house of representatives at Wash- 
ington a device enabling ispresenta- 
tives to vote and have their votes re- 
coi ded, 
counted 
and 
displayed 


thiough the agency of the electric 
current, says Electricity. 


Such a device would not only in- 


suie absolute accuracy, but save a 
vast amount of time, which is money 
in thi$ particular 
instance. 
The 


gross expense of maintaining th« 
house of representatives is about $3,- 
000,000 per annum. Counting 100 
days in a short session (there are ac- 
tually but 90), the expense amounts 
to $30,000 per day of not more than 
five- hours' length, or $6,000 per 
hour. The time consumed in a roll 
call is about 45 minutes. It is esti- 
mated that but three minutes' time 
would be required to call the roll 
under the proposed electrical system, 
a net saving of at least 40 minutes' 
time. 


During the early part of the recent 


session a bill was introduced in the 
house by Representative Otey for the 
erection of the electrical device or 
application in tfhe rear of the speak- 
er's desk and facing the main en- 
trance, to be connected with each 
members desk, so that he would be 
enabled to touch a button and show 
the record of his vote by a small in- 
candescent light. 


After the presentation of the bill 


3Ntr. Otey laid the matter before tue 
acting architect of the capitol, Mr. 
Elliott Woods, in order to obtain 
from him suggestions as to what 
would be the best onethod of attain- 
ing the desired end, namely, saving 
of time, over the present method 01 
recording a vote. 3ffi'. Wood calls at- 
tention to what he considers to be 
three essential features to make such 
a device a working success, first, the 
names of the membars should be vis- 
ible from every pait of the house-, as 
well as their vote; second, that tlierc 
should be a duplicate device placed in 
such a position that it would be in 
front of the tally clerk; thix-d, the 
device should be so arranged that it 
would place upon record on paper the 
result of the vote, so that it could 
become a part of the Eeco^d. 


It is suggsted that the principal 


device should consist of a large board 
placed sovthat it would be well afobve 
the speaker and in full view of the 
members, this boaid to be so divided 
that there will be the same number 
of spaces as there are members; the 
name of the member to be shown in 
black on white pprcellain glass. At 
the right of the name would be two 
small spaces, one to register the 
"yea" and the other the "nay" vote. 
Hhe duplicate would be a miniature 
representation of the first and could 
be placed under a shest of plate glass 
in the top of the tally clerk's desk. 
|A.t the right of this tally device 
would be arranged an 
automatic 


punching and adding machine to re- 
cord the vote. 


The other end of the device would 


be a set of two buttons, to be placed 
in each meunber's desk, to record tlhe 
vote, and a third button and corre- 
sponding space are suggested in order 
that there might be a record of "pres- 
ent, not voting." As a separate wire 
would run from each member's desk 
to the three boards, the vote of the 
entire house might be made instan- 
taneously, provided each member 
presed his button at the same mo- 
ment, 


To perfect such a device would take 


some time, as it is entirely new in 
idea, and 
would require original 


work along 
untried 
lines, always 


more expensive lhan any work on 
established principles. It is thought 
that the cost might be from $10,000 
to $15,000. It 
is suggested that 


-such a device would completely revo- 
lutionize methods of procedure in the

whether explicit or implied, will be 
fulfilled in spirit as well as letter. 


TEXT OF THE MANIFESTO. 
"1 believe I am. not'iii error," says 


Aguinaldo in opening- his manifesto, 
"in presuming that the unhappy fate 
to which my adverse fortune lias led 
me is not a surprise to those who 
have been familiar with the progress 
of-the war. 


"The lessons taught with a full 


meaning1, and 
which 
have lately 


come to my knowledge, suggest with 
inesistable force 
that a complete 


termination of hostilities and lasting 
peace are not only desirable, but ab- 
solutely essential to the welfare of 
the Philippine Islands. 


"The Filipinos have never been dis- 


mayed at their weakness nor have 
they faltered in folowing the path 
pointed out by their fortitude and 
courage. The time has come, how- 
ever, in which they find their ad-

DERFUL HECUBA AND ITS HORRIBLE FEATURES. 


Vow the world may 
be prepared 


for another outbreak of the buboni 
plague nnd of cholera, for ths Dliu' 
Haji—the pilgrimage month—15 clcs 
ing- and over 100,000 pilgrims win 
•have kissed the sacred black stone 
of the Kaab.1 nnd participated in tin 
festival of -Kin-ban Bairam in Mecca 
•ar-o about to spread -themselves' over 
the ea::Ui again, carrying- the seeds 
of th3S3 diseases with them. The pil- 
grimage to Mecca is a pilgrimage o: 
"obligation" among* the M-ohfljmnie 
danu, every follower of the prophe' 
bring1 expected to journey to the holy 
city of the faith -at least once in his 
lifetime, if he has the means. So 
every ye:ir great throngs of "the 
faithful" g-o crowded in. unsanitary 
ships to Jeddah; the .port of Mecca, 
011 the Bed Sea, 'while other thou- 
sands coma over the Arabian deserts 
in long caravans. Packed like sar- 
dines in the steamers, eating un- 
liedltbful food such a-s "high" ineais 
cooked in rancid oil, of which tney 
are extremely fond, or living on the 
journey amid the filth and lack or 
•all sanitary rules of the caravan, the 
•pilgrims reach Mecca to exist amdd 
its crowded and. infected precincts 
until they return finally to their 
homes ,spreading 
disease far ana 


wide. It has long bean recognized 
that the aimual pilgrimage to Mecca 
were distinct dangers to the healt'i 
of the world, 'and of late Jeddah and 
Mecca have been great distributing 
points for the spreading abroad or 
the plagua. 


WATCHED -WITH ANXIETY. 
The results of the pilgrimage this 


year will be watched with the great- 
est anxiety, for ai.it in years have 
the pilgrims gathered in such num- 
bers. It has heen reported that tiie 
sanitary conditions of Mecca have 
been improved, and that Ihe plague 
which -has been 
raging there has 


been checked. 
Oil the strength of 


these representations the French gov- 
ernment, which for eiglit years has 
prohibited the sailing- of the pilgrim 
Khips from Algiers, has removed its 
interdict, and there has been -a graat 
demand for sts-suiers 
to Like pil- 


grims from that port. A large num- 
ber of steamers were ch-artEi-e-d to 
cciwey pilgrims also 
from Oran, 


Tunis, Alexandria mid all the prin- 
cipal ports, of 
Turkey 
and 
Asia 


Kinor. Fleets of steamers alsa have 
sailed out of the Persian gulf, and 
some from ports hi India, all making- 
for Jeddah, loaded down with pious 
nnd unvfa"'1aed (Mohammedans "bound 
for Mecca. 
From far -and scarcely 


known cDiuitetios in. the interior of 
Africa, from all along the southern 
•shores of the 'MetUterranean, £rom 
China, Central Asia, ;and 
Arabia, 


from all over the Turkish empire, 
nnd from ;the islands of the western 
Pacific and the Indian ocean, these 
pilgi'ims h'ave niKle their way to the 
shadow of the Kaa"ba. to gaze upon 
-the place toward which they Have 
turned their faces dn prayer since 
they were children. 


' USE TltAM-P STEAMERS. 
The steamers used for the tr.inspor - 


tation of the pilgrims nre vessais 
which come under 
the order of 


'^tramps," and their 
accommoda- 


tions for passengers are of the 
crudest description. 
The sanitary, 


arrangements often not only are in- 
sufficient but are improvised -after a 
mariner which would throw a modern 
board of health into spasmsi 
This 


year some attempt has been made 
to enforce hygienic regulations re- 
garding the pilgrim steamers,hnt the 
peculiar ideas of the- "JVIc'hammefi-.iiis 
.regarding sanitation cannot "be al- 
tered by the edicts of the health offi- 
cers. Every one ho has traveled in 
the £'.i&t knows what these ideas 'ore, 
In some of the steamers a rope 's 
strttchsd across the deck, abaft of 
•which the pilgrims are not allowed, 
and 1'he ship's officers go armed lor 
fear of some fanatical outbreak. But, 
while the pilgrims ars a dirty lot, 
jabbering and, excitible upon tile 
slightest provocation, tliey generally 
are docile and harmless when on 
journey to Mecca unless th&y suspect 
that a Christian in disguise as among 
them; when they are likely to g&i 
ugly. Two or three Christians, dis 
guised as Mohammedans, have pene- 
trated to Mecca and brought back ac- 
counts of the city in the "pilgrimage 
montii," though all persons not 01 
.the Moslem faith 
are prohibited 


strictly, from entering the holy city 
nnd if Christians in. disguise are 
caught there they never come baci 
to tell what happened to them. 


ALL BATHE IN THE POOL. 


But the worst part of the ceremonj 


—that which spreads the most^dis 
ease, plague and cholera—is the bath 
Ing In the pool of Zobadlcla, n kind o 
tank in a narrow valley 'below Mun~ 


Every pilgrim, no matter what pliysi 
cal condition he may be in, takei 
a plunge in this tank, and through i 
runs .the water supply for Meca. Afte: 
100,000 pilgrims, many of them af 
flitted with disease, and all .with dirt 
have bathed in this pool it can bi 
imagined in what condition the watei 
supply of Mecca is. In the courtyarc 
of trie big mosque in Mecca, in whiel1 


stands the Kaaba, is another poo 
known as the fountain of Zemsem 
and believed to be the fountain which 
g'ushed forth to quench the thirst of 
Hagar when she and Ishraael were 
perishing in the wilderness—"And 
God opened her eyes and she saw n 
well of water, and she went nnd filled 
thu bottle with water and gave the 
lad drink." This fountain of Zem- 
aem may 'have be^n a water of life 
to Ishmael find Hagar, but it is a 
water of death now, though to look 
at it is clear as crystal. Into it fil- 
ters the sewage of Mecca, and from it 
every pilgrim is expsctsd to drink 
several bowlfuls. From .this fountain 
the pilgrims carry 
back to their 


friends and relatives bottles and tins 
f water, carrying also disense germs. 
L'he manufacture 
of air-tig-ht 
tin 


boxes for bringing this water back 
'rom Meca has assumed immense 
iroportiocs, so great is the demand 
'or the infected liquid. " 


KISSING THE BI/ACK STONE. 
Another, source of infection is tha 


black stone of the Kaaba. All the 
pilgrims, the clean and the unclean', 
heh diseased and the healthy, pass 
iy this stone and press their lips to 
t, for the doing of -which they ex- 
pect to receive all sorts of-good luck. 
This is believed by the Moslems to 
have been given to Abraham by the 
Angel Gabriel, but by the cold, hard, 
western investigator and doubter it 
s regarded as a relic of the idols ancl 
etiches which were in the Kaaba 
vhen Mahomet purified it by -his 
conoclastic mid. 
In ths charters of all the steamers 


vhich carried the pilgrims on their 
ouriiey this year there .was- a clause 
hat the vessel should reach Jeddali 
n time for the devout passengers to 
each Mecca before March '29, so that 
he feast of Kurban B.iiram might 
iot be missed. The distance from the 
tort of Jeddah to Mecca is fifty-four 
niles, nnd pilgrims make the journey 
11 foot, on canii'lback, or on n donkey. 
The trip usually takes two dnys. 


ENORMOUS THRONGS. 


Not since the days of the power 
nd splendor of the Caliphs have 
uch throngs of -pilgrims gone to 
Mecca as went this year, and the re- 
ult upon the health of thft world is 
ireaded.

LIGHT ON OLDEST EGYPT 


Modern Explorers are Creating 


Ancient 
Land's

If ancient monarchs made history, 


nodern explorers are creating it anew 
y their discoveries; and ,the most 
otable triumph in this direction is 
ue'just achieved -by Prof. W. M. 
Fliuders-Peti-ie, the explorer of the 
jgypt exploration fund at Abydos, hi 
Igypt, famous in the inscriptions r..~ 
ne of the most ancient settlements

dos has been visited before, and so 
ate as 1895 by M. E. Amelineau, a 
French explorer, who claimed to have 
wept the ground clean and found 
whatever was worth finding. Mr. 
Petrie was struck by the importance

been exhausted, .and his work on the 
same site has established the value 
if this preconception.

Manetho, the ancient Egyptian his- 
torian, with the persons buried at 
Abydos, the great royal cemetery. 
Manetho says of the place that the 
site selected for the royal tombs was 
on a low spur from the hills, slightly 
raised above the plain, with a deep 
ravine on the west of it, so that it 
could never bti flooded. This accounts 
for the perfect preservation of the 
tombs, with their priceless contents. 


Each royal chamber is a large 


square pit lined with . brickwork. 
Close around it, on its own level, or 
higher, are small chambers in rows, 
in which were buried the domestics 
of the kings. 
The tombs as they 


were left by the kings seem to have 
been slightly heaped up. The roofs 
of the great tombs were discovered 
about six or eight feet below the sur- 
face. The massive beams easily sup- 
ported the weight of the

sand. On the flat, or almost flat, 
ground of the cemetery, the graves 
were marked by stone steles set up- 
right in the open air.

'A well-known naturalistwas found 


in Sis study at the National Mu- 
seum by a Times reporter one day 
last -week, gazing earnestly at a 
sprawling turtle which he gripped 
firmly with 
both 
bands. He "was 


•aying something- in nn undertone 
which the reporter-failed to catch as 
he entered the room. 


"What have you there?" the natur- 


alist was asked. 


"Young man, my professional rep- 


utation. and fortune would be made 
if I could answer that question," w 
the reply. "It is ft turtle, I know 
You can find any number of them in 
the swamps and pools around "Wash- 
ington, but let me 
tell 
you this 


turtle conies from a species 'of r.nitnn 
which has bothered 
the biologists 


more than any other species in the 
animal kingdom. This strange creat- 
ure is a reptile; in fact, one of the 
highest order of reptiles. He hns 
token exception to the scheme of 
nature so far as his bones arc con- 
cerned and has planned out a skele- 
ton on his own hook which is not 
only ingenious but extremely inter- 
esting to the student of animal life. 
This creature has actually pushed his 
ribs 'outside of his body ;..".:l wears 


. them over him lilio -.1 cuns-Iuiie or 


umbrella. 
All ether 
animals are 


content to wear their ribs inside their 
bodies, but not so the turtle, and 
•why he does not is what is puzzling- 
the brains of naturalists who have 
consumed barrels of midnight oil in 
trying "to find out. He is a good deal 
like a man on a hot day in summer, 
whose discomfort 
prompts him to 


doff his coat, vest, collar and finally 
his • suspenders. 
Now this turtle 


seems to have found his bones un- 
comfortable and he ha not only shift- 
ed them ai'ound to suit his tastes but 
has a'ctualy sought to get rid of some 
of his bones as unnecessary incum- 


drynessy food, "both as to quantity 
and. quality, mode of life, and 
so 


'orth. When nature created mattc-r, 
nanimate and animate, she estab- 
islied 
certain 
laws to control it. 


Evidence is all around us that the 
process of creating i? still going on.. 
)ld forms are modifying and new 
ones -are developing just as they al- 
ways have been doing. All this is 
;lue to changing environment. 3STow, 
It is obvious that a law of nature 
cannot be broken to satisfy the nestis 
of a certain kind of species of l 


"Now wouldn't that jar you?'" skep- 


tically said tbe Times man. 


"Come now 
don't 
be frivolous," 


said his friend reprovingly. 
-'This 


is a serious matter. It is a question 
of tremendous biological importance. 
Not satisfied with turning his ribs 
out of doors, so to speak, the turtle 
has pulled his shoulder blades insiclf 
his ribs and, to all intents and pur- 
poses, hinges his legs and nsck to tin, 
under surface nf Tits upper rhcll. He 
and the snake are the only creatures 
who can successfully tr.ivel on theli 
shape, for tbe shell of the turtle is, 
in fact, a part of the creature's an- 
atomy, not simply a shell covering 
like that of an oyster or clnni, but 
component part of him. He sleeps 
within himself. He 'takes up his bed 
and walks' whenever lie starts out on 
a journey. 


"Now the puzzle is how did lie do 


UP What were the causes within fiud 
without which brought rbout suc'i 
a radical departure from the general 
scheme of bony framework which na- 
ture has selected 
as 
the one best 


adapted to the needs of the higher 
order of animal life? Even his skin 
hns changed. All the reptiles have 
scales, but tbe scales of the turtle 
have become practically bones which 
have grown to the ribs on the out- 
side and formed with them a solid 
shell which 
almost completely en- 


velops him. 


•'Looking at the inside you will see 


the ribs very clearly outlined, but 
welded together into what appears a 
solid mass of bone. At. first glance 
it looks as if the ribs themselves had 
expanded into flattened blades like 
the blade of nn our. But if you look 
closer you will perceive that such is 
not the case, for their is a clearly de- 
fined line of demarcation ia which 
the ribs are seen to be no more broad- 
ened than one would expect to find 
in au animal of such a high order as 
the turtle. Now, as a matter of fact, 
the ribs have, not expanded but the 
scales of the skin have thickened and 
broa<iriic;l until a soMd covering of 
scale phutb. .v.vnpjrre.-l in part by the 
ribs as a sor. cf i'rnmework, has been 
welded into ?. ?-hc!l through which 
his legss head and Uil protrude. Un- 
like most r.r.innls the turtle lives 
within liimceU. 
He is always at 


home. How he ever got his shoulder 
bladiK Inside 
of 
his ribs no one 


knows. Every animal lias them out- 
side. The turtle is the despair of the 
naturalists. 


"With only an exception hero and 


there, biologists are agreed that ex- 
ternal environment is the initial in- 
fluence which sets in motion forces 
within animals which produce va- 
riations in form and structure. Thove 
is no doubt in my mind that external 
changed environment is and always 
has been tho cause which gave ori- 
gin to the various speeches of boti: 
animals and plants. 


'There seems to toe a principle in 


animal and 'plant life of adaptation 
to external (environment 
which is 


inhareent. 
This principle lies dor- 


mant and inactive' within the body 
of the "animal or plant until some 
.changed condition-. in- th* outward' 
surroundings-has taken : place,- such, 
for example, ns climate, moisture or 


already 'created, 


'When an animal is created it is 


ma:le to best flt the condition 
surround it at ths time; that is, its 
form and nature are mr.de especially 
adapted to the environment. Now. 
suppose, in obedience to some law of 
creation, a change should take place 
in the external surroundings That 
change must of necessity be unfavor- 
able to the well -being1 of this ani- 
mal. It \vould cither be obliged to 
move to a mrn-e favorable 
locality 


whore ths former external conditions 
itill prevr.il or eventually peiush anr 
become extinct. 


"Now, nature did not create a spe 


pies capriciously, to live one day ant 
die the next. 
When- she made tlin 


-.iniranl it was for a definite purpose 
That animal wns created to do it: 
part in furth-ring- some great plai 
or end to vrhlcli -all creation seem 
to be working continuously. 
Natur 


abhors total annihilation when thcr 
is no need for it. 
So, in order 


save the an imp. 1. since she canno 
break a l:.\v to -aid H, she creates 
uew law and places it, so to speak, | 
within the animal itself. 
This is, 


the law of adaptation to external 
environment by wh-ich, if changes 
take place around ths creature, this 


ui.ikes ch-anges in him; changes 


which will adapt him to the nlterea 
condition1? in which he now f\r\t~s 
himsslf. These changes in the ani- 
mal will go on -to an extent a? to 
form .in entirely new species which 
docs not reseinble -his former type 
in the least. Old organs which played 


essential j:nrt in keeping- our ani- 


mal alive and hearty will eventually 
disappear and be supphuited by new 
ETtrucLurw. which do the -work neces- 
sitated by the changed conditions in 
which he ;iow lives. 


"R:uUc;il changes in animal struc- 


ture and form are morn apt to be 
found in a sp-icies Which cannot get 
away from its changed environment. 
In those animals which can- move 
rapidly to more favorable environ-

LABOK.UNIONS IN ENGLAND. 


Consul McFarlaiid at Nottingham, 


England, has recently • sent 
to the 


state department a report bearing 
upon trade unions in 
the United 


Kingdom. 
Hfi says: • 


"The British board of trade has 


juot iccued 
a.report 
on the trade 


unions of the United Kingdom, an 
abstract of which.will be of especial 
interest to similar organizations in 
the United States. The number of 
unions for which comparative statis- 
tics of membership are given for tho 
period of 1892 to 1899 js 1,685. Some 
of those unions were not in existence 
during the whole of this period and 
the number on the list at the end t,t 
1SOO was 1,292, compared with 
1,218 at the end of 18D2. The mem- 
bership of all tho unions at the end of 
1899 was 1,302,513, as compared 
with 1,503.532 at.the <siid of 1892, 
an increase of 29 per cent, in the 
eight yearn. .During. 1890 the total 
number of .trade -unions•- decreased 
from 1,310 to 1,202. This decline oe 
18 is due to amalgamation of that 
number of smaller unions with larger 
organizations, the number'of unio'ris 
—So—formed during ,'thV ye! jir^ being 
the sam'c.'.nV tho numjjer flissplve/l
